Shuler, pro­ 
prietor of a store at Montgomery’s 
Ferry, near Harrisburg, today re­ 
called how he stood in the G et­ 
tysburg 
National 
cemetery

sixty-eight years ago and heard 
Abraham Lincoln deliver his fa­ 
mous address. 
Shuler, like Lincoln, played a 
part in cementing the states into 
a solid ('Ilion, for he served as a 
soldier in the federal army dur­ 
ing the Civil War. 
Trip Accidental 
It was quite by 
accident 
that 
Shuler, now 83 years old, was in 
Gettysburg at the dedication of 
the National cemetery 
He 
was 
then living at Liverpool, by which 
flowed the 
Pennsylvania 
canal, 
then one of the principal arteries 
of transportation. 
At Liverpool tie boarded a canal 
boat which took him to Harris­ 
burg, the river being crossed at 
( ’lark’s Ferry, 
where 
a special 
roadway for the mules that pulled 
the canal boats across the river 


was part of the old bridge. 
Speech Didn t Impress Him 
W hen he arrived at Harrisburg, 
Shuler—then a youth of 15—saw a 
crowd, learned they were going to 
Gettysburg, got on a train with 
them and came to Gettysburg. 
The battlefield was not like it is 
today; no level turf; no granite 
markers, no statues, 
no monu­ 
ments. 
It was like a plowed field. 
Hie soil being broken here and 
there by graves 
on 
which 
the 
grass had not yet grown. 
There was a parade of citizens 
to 
the cemetery, following 
the 
horse on which President Lincoln 
rode. At the cemetery, Khuler, as 
a boy would do, edged his way 
near to the speakers platform, 
and got a good view of Uncoil!. 
Lincoln’* address was not long, 
the president 
spoke 
only a few 
minutes, and 
the 
boy 
was not 
much impressed by the speech, 
which Lincoln had scribbled on 
the back of a letter. 
Bul shuler dors not forget (he 
tall, gaunt figure of Lincoln as he 
stood mar the new grave*.

Mr. Vossbury then had the H ostet­ 
ter company bid on the changes, am t 
th a t company’s price for the ad ­ 
ditions was subm itted as $3,424.55, 
based on the unit prices in th e 
original bid.

‘ Washington, Nov. 19.—Signor Dino 
Grandi discharged his primary mis­ 
sion to America Wednesday when he 
spent two and a half hours In inti­ 
mate conversation with President 
Hoover upon the fate of the forth­ 
coming Geneva disarmament con­ 
ference and 
upon the economic 
plight of Europe and America. 
Although the representatives of 
these two governments announce no 
concrete conclusions binding them 
to a line of common action, it can 
be stated authoritatively that they 
agreed to work together to save the 
Geneva conference from collapse. 
They agreed further to unite the 
forces of the United States and Italy 
on broad lines for the economic re­ 
covery of the world, but did not lay 
down specific lines to be followed. 
That part of it will await future 
developments, it is said. 
No Large Results Expected 
So far as positive results are con­ 
cerned Wednesday’s conversations 
went no further than that, a fact 
which is disappointing to those ob­ 
servers who expected the Italian 
foreign minister’s visit to produce 
large results in many important di­ 
rections. 
It is now known that it will pro­ 
duce no such results. There will be 
no compacts or firm agreements be­ 
yond those just indicated. 
There 
will be. however, more solid ground 
for cooperation between the two 
governments and a better under­ 
standing of the respective problems 
of Washington and Rome. 
Similar Interests At Geneva 
The conference Wednesday and 
those that have preceded it show 
clearly that American and Italian 
interests in the general movement ( 
for armament limitation is the same 
and their interest in preventing the 
Geneva conference from going on 
the rocks is the same, 
It was easy, therefore, for Mr 
Hoover and Signor Grandi to reach 
an understanding as to the part 
each will play when the conference 
takes place. Also, no liabilities were 
incurred in such an understanding. 
That is to say, nothing they might 
do on that line will be misunder­ 
stood or mistrusted in Europe. 
The same could not be said, it was 
intimated in official quarters, re­ 
garding understandings upon spe­ 
cific economic policies such, for ex­ 
ample, as reparations, war debts, 
tariff barriers, gold movements or 
the gold standard.

objects in the establishment of this 
institution of learning was to af­ 
ford its founder an opportunity of 
illustrating and inculcating his pe­ 
culiar theories in regard to human 
development — moral, 
mental 
and 
physical. Although the college had 
for several years a considerable 
number of students, it never re­ 
ceived support and patronage com­ 
mensurate with the efforts put forth 
in its behalf, and the enterprise has 
long since been abandoned as a fail­ 
ure. 
The college building, much 
neglected and westher-wom, and 
painfully suggestive of unrealized 
expectations, is still standing just 
at the edge of town on the York 
pike. 
Hunterstown Academy 
A school of great usefulness in 
the central part of the county, as 
well as of much local popularity, 
was the “Hunterstown English and 
Classical Academy.” 
It was estab­ 
lished in 1851 by the Rev. I. N. 
Hays, who was at that time serving 
the 
Presbyterian congregation 
at 
Hunterstown as their pastor. 
Mr. 
Hays, clearly perceiving the urgent 
need of better educational advan­ 
tages than those afforded by the 
public schools of the neighborhood, 
set to work with great energy and 
zeal to raise the funds necessary for 
the erection of a suitable building. 
In a comparatively short time the 
required amount was secured, and 
in due time a fine two-story brick 
building, with one room on each 
floor, was put up. The rooms were 
plainly but comfortably furnished. 
The first session of the school was 
opened November 3. 1852, with John 
H. Clarke as principal. 
Although 
the school, as an academy, has been 
discontinued for some years, its good 
influence is still felt throughout the 
county. 
Catholic Schools 
Nearly all the populous Catholic 
communities in the county have es­ 
tablished separate schools for C ath­ 
olic children. In these, besides the 
common branches of study, some a t­ 
tention is usually given to religious 
instruction. 
The 
first 
of 
these 
schools, of which we 
have any 
knowledge, 
was 
organized 
and 
taught at Conewago Chapel about 
the year 1800 by the Rev. F. X. 
Brosius, who came to this country 
some eight years before. For many 
years subsequently a school was 
kept here, sometimes conducted by 
the clergy and sometimes by lay 
teachers. 
In 1870 E. S. Refly, Esq.. 
had charge of a classical school 
here. 
In 1868 a large brick building was 
erected by the Catholics at Irish- 
town, 
in 
Oxford 
township, 
for 
church and school purposes, the 
clergy from Conowago attending to 
the religious instruction of the chil­ 
dren. The school is now public and 


large parochial school at Mount 
Rock, in M ountpleasant township, 
was started about twenty years ago, 
with Miss J. M. O’Neill as the first 
teachers. 
It is now in charge of 
sisters from McSherrystown. There 
is a flourishing institution a t Mc­ 
Sherrystown under the direction of 
the Sisters of Charity, established 
in 1834. In 1854 It was incorporated 
under the title of the McSherrys­ 
town novitiate and academy of St. 
Joseph. 
The property is now very 
large and valuable. Among the be­ 
nevolent objects of the institution 
are the education of the young, vis­ 
iting the sick, caring for orphans 
and dispensing charity. The Cath­ 
olic school at Littlestown was es­ 
tablished by the Rev. F. X. Deneck- 
ere, in 1867, Miss Mary Wilson be­ 
ing the first teacher. 
The same 
priest started a school in connec­ 
tion with the Catholic congregation 
at New Oxford, in 1862, the school 
now numbering over 
IOO pupils. 
The school was originally held in 
the church, a Mrs. Trayer being the 
first teacher, but in 1877 a suitable 
school building was erected. 
The 
school at Bonneauville was started 
by the Rev. Pope in 1873, two sisters 
of charity being the first teachers. 
A large and flourishing parochial 
school was established in Gettys­ 
burg by the Rev. J. A. Boll in 1877 
The school building is a comfort­ 
able frame structure in rear of the 
pastoral residence and cost, with its 
outfit, about $1,300. Mr. Boll, him ­ 
self, with the aid of suitable as­ 
sistance, conducted the school for a 
period of two years and a half, when 
it passed Into the hands of Mr. M. 
F. Power, the present teacher. En­ 
rollment about IOO.

The 
tonnage there was 20,785. 
Steam vessels make up the great­ 
er part of Philadelphia’s shipping 
with 231 ships having a grots ton­ 
nage of 510,076 licensed. Other ves­ 
sels in the Philadelphia area are 75 
motor vessels with 188,639 tons and 
51 seagoing barges of 44.962 tons. 
Pittsburgh has 65 steam vessels 
of 19.241 gross tons. 13 motor ves­ 
sels of 961 tons and two passenger 
barges of 583 tons. 
Only three other cities have a 
larger 
number 
of 
vessels, 
than 
Philadelphia. 
They are New' York, 
San Francisco and Baltimore. 
A total of 1.585 officers was li­ 
censed in Philadelphia and 194 in 
Pittsburgh 
Certificates of service 
were issued to 337 able seamen and 
48 lifeboat men in Philadelphia.

Mining Soon To Be 
As Safe As Work 
In Other Trades 
Washington (AP)—It may soon 
be as safe for the coal miner to go 
down into the bowels of the earth 
and work as it is for his brother 
to pilot a 
locomotive 
or perform 
some other job on the surface. 
The progress in mine safety in 
the last year, particularly in bitu­ 
minous operations, has been such 
as to prompt the bureau of mines 


to predict: 
‘ There is now good reason to be­ 
lieve that mining will soon take its 
place with the railroads and other 
industries which have shown that 
industrial work can be done with 
due regard to the health and safety 
of those engaged in it.” 
To help bring about such a con­ 
dition, predicted in the annual re­ 
port of the bureau, it suggested “it 
may soon be advisable to ask con­ 
g a s for 
authority to 
investigate 
mines” to determine whether they 
are being operated with safety.

AS NEW, REPORT 


Investigators Find That One 
In Every Eight Sold Was 
Once In Ash Can. 


A new business showing except* 
tional growth during the past few 
years has become a serious menace 
to many haberdashers, according to 
an article appearing in. the current 
issue of “The Business Week.” 
The new business is known as the 
* Ash Can Hat” in which the trade 
has developed a large business by 
re-making old, discarded hats. The 
-tide appearing in the business 
.blication is as follows: 
“Onto the troubled stage of the 
men’s hat industry stalks a rakish 
and 
sinister 
villain. 
The 
trade 
knows him by a name contemptu­ 
ously, descriptive—the Ash Can Hat. 
“An ancient plague of the trade, 
the Ash Barrel Hat has but recently 
grown to be a first-class menace. 
It always has retailed far below the 
price of new male millinery. 
First 
the boom rise in the price of hats, 
then the depression helped make a 
market. 
“Warren 
S. 
Smith, 
secretary- 
treasurer of the hat, institute, esti­ 
mates I 
in every 8 hats sold— 
250.000 dozen out of a iota’ produc­ 
tion of 2 million dozen yearly—is 
second hand. 
New York has 30 
plants devoted to the resurrection 
vt Ash Barrel hats. They are run­ 
ning lull and overtime and their 
production just now is put as high 
as 2,WH) dozen a day. Chicago and 
St. Louis combined turn out about 
half as many. 
“Formerly most of these old hats 
Were sold by the stores where men 
left them. 
Now 90'/, of the re­ 
made hats are rescued from the ash 
barrel. 
ti racier! Waifs 
“At city dumps, hats are collected 
and graded by quality. Then they 
are 
compressed 
into 
1,000-pound 
bales which are bid for at central 
warehouses. They sell at 15c to 25c 
a pound and they run about 3 hats 
to the pound. Discards from stores 
are in better condition than the 
waifs from the ash heaps; they 
command from $2 50 to $450 a 
dozen. 
“Factories clean the felts, turn it 
Inside out. reblock with the addition 
of finishing powders, put on new 
bands, 
insert 
fresh 
linings 
and 
sweat leathers. If you do not look 
closely they appear to be new goods 
Chain stores which give free hats 
with each suit use them. 
Jobbers 
distribute them nationally to re­ 
tailers. 
Great quantities are sold 
In the south. The refinishing plants 
sell tham at $750 to $14 a dozen, 
allowing retail prices of $1.50 to 
50 each. So heavy has been re­ 
cent demand that some New York 
plants were faced with a shortage 
until 
shipments from

WINS AUTHOR 
UNUSUAL FAME 


Calls Belshazzar Era Grand­ 
est Swindle In World 
History.

Dallas, Texas (AP)—“Scapegoats,” 
a little book of “confessions of a 
stock salesman.” has hitch-hiked its 
way from Dallas to celebrity and 
given its author a measure of fame 
wrapped up in a surprise package. 
Shielded by comparative obscur­ 
ity, Julian Sherrod, former Dallas 
securities 
salesman, 
published 
‘•Scapegoats” privately last August, 
advertised it by word-of-mouth and 
circulars and sold 10,000 copies. 
Now a New York publishing com­ 
pany has taken the book under its 
wing. 
"There were peddled to the peo­ 
ple of this country over seventy 


billion dollars of so-called new 
Issues of securities of one kind or 
another during the Belshazzar era 
of 1920 to 1929,” Sherrod says in 
his book. 
Grandest Swindle 
Questioning whether there was 
that much money in the world, he 
adds: "The sale of many billions 
of these securities constitutes the 
grandest swindle in the history of 
the world.” 
Writing of his experiences as a 
security salesman, Sherrod says: 
"As a merchant my volume was 
not bad: $681,450 for six months. 
I made for the six months $750 as a 
salary and $235.01 commission—a 
total of $985 01 for over $600,000 
business.” 
When asked about his life and 
his reasons for writing “Scape­ 
goats,” Sherrod, a quiet little blond 
man of 36. tilted back in a swivel 
chair in his office, tugged at a cigar 
stub and told of his career and 
philosophy, and how his white-hot 
anger at what he termed injustice 
caused him to blurt out the story. 
Born at Columbus, Mississippi, 
Sherrod educated himself to become 
a teacher.
